Claims 1 - 37, drawn to a microfluidic device for processing a cell-containing 



fluid and method for using the device, classified in class 422, subclass 100. 
II. Claim 38, drawn to a microfluidic substrate for processing fluids, classified in 
class 422, subclass 68.1.
